Summarv of Violations 

A total of 8 effluent violations were indentified in the reports referenced above. The 
violations consisted ofthe following: 

1. The Discharge Specification for the 12-month average effluent concentration for 
Total Dissolved Solids (TDS), established at 750 milligrams per Liter (mg/L), was 
exceeded during the months of May, April, March, February and January 2009. 

2. The Discharge Specification for the daily maximum effluent concentration of Total 
Dissolved Solids (TDS), established at 825 mg/L, was exceeded on April 1. 2009 
with a reported value of 840 mg/L. 

3. The effluent Biological Oxygen Demand (BOD) was only reported twice during 
May 1-7, 2009. Section B.1 ofthe Monitoring and Reporting Program of 
Order No. 94-92 specifies that the effluent samples shall be collected three times 
a week for BOD analysis.
